When he had soften 
out. fire had started in the'head coacn 
and others were busy getting the in- 
jured out of the wreck.

an engine to . pull away what cars 
could be saved, and three sleepers 
were hauled away.

On 
the contrary, there is good reason to 
believe tbat the present incumbent 
will not serve out his term, which ex- 
pires next August, but will 
be de- 


capitated early In January. 


President Roosevelt's refusal Is said 


to have been based on the fact i.h- 
Senator Poraker not only had not in- 
dorsed Weaver, but had vigorously ob- 
jected to his appointment. Senator 
Foraker's objections are well known, 
and undoubtedly -were mainly because 
of the enmity between Weaver and ex 
Govenor

senate, Weaver appeared la town at 
the head of a Springfield delegation 
which marched into the governors 
office and demanded that he- suippon;
